When one who has been here to 
witness the evolution of the East 
Central college from the little gath­ 
ering at the Methodist church on 
a certain eventful morning 14 years 
ago to its present proportions, he

Oklahoma. 
Great as has been the advance from 
an educational standpoint, the mat­ 
erial side has kept pace in most 
respects, although with the pres­ 
if t unprecedented enrollment an­ 
other building is badly needed. 
When the site for the school was 
selected it was not even in the cor­ 
porate limits of the city. The first 
step was the building of sidewalks 
in order that the students and fac­

Under the 
direction of President Briles the 
grounds around the building were 
put in the best of shape and to­ 
day these grounds are the prettiest 
of any state school grounds in Ok­ 
lahoma.

Another step forward 
was the 
erection of a gymnasium. It was too 
small from the beginning, but was 
the best that could be done with 
the funds in hand. This building 
has been replaced by a much lar­ 
ger one that has just been com­ 
pleted. Not only is there much more 
floor space, but seats have been 
arranged along the sides for spec­ 
tators and 
comfortable 
dressing 
rooms have been provided. In these 
modern days it is recognized that 
attention should be given the phy­ 
sical side of education as w'ell as 
the intellectual. 
Shortage of Space 
On a visit to the school I chanc­ 
ed to drop into the library. This 
is badly hampered for room and 
it has been necessary recently to 
J build new shelves from the floor 
I to the ceiling.

In the days when the word of the king was the supreme 
law of the land it tvas possible for a man to be arrested and 
confined in prison for years without formal charges being 
filed or an opportunity given for a trial. The abuse of this 
power w as one of the causes of the ret oil against King John 
and the provision in the Magna Charta he was compelled to 
sign that no free man should be deprived of his liberty with­ 
out due process of law. However, it was not until the reign 
of Charles II that the procedure was clearly outlined. 
As the term itself indicates the procedure 
means 
the 
bringing of the body of the accused into court where a hear­ 
ing is had on the sufficiency of the charge under which he is 
held. If the court decides there is not sufficient ground for 
depriving him of his liberty he is set free. The court may also 
free him under a bond of stipulated amount. Of course if it 
is held that the charges are sufficiently grave to justify it, 
he is returned to prison. 
The United States constitution authorizes the suspension 
of the writ in time of invasion or rebellion. President Lincoln 
declared a suspension in 1861, but C hief Justice Taney ruled 
that this powder could only be exercised with the consent of 
congress. This was authorized by congress in 1863. 
The constitution of Oklahoma goes still farther and for­ 
bid! the suspension of the writ by any power whatsoever. In 
Oklahoma the provision is so liberal that a prisoner may be 
heard on a personal letter to the court. 
The purpose of the writ is to make it possible for an 
accused person to be given a speedy hearing. Without it, is
